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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The office withdraws the objections to the IDS(s) and initialized copy of all IDS(s) are 
herein provided. 

2. The 101 rejection to claims 1-3, 13, 15-17 and 19 are also withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendment. 

3. Applicant's argument(s) regarding art rejection(s), filed on 10/01/2007, have been fully 
considered and they are persuasive. 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
5. The applied references alone or in combination fail to teach, claim 1 , a digital 
watermarking unit configured to adjust an ON/OFF state of significant bits such that the relation 
between information defined by N (N is an even number) significant bits Qnm(x, y) (x=0, 1, 
y=0, 1, ...) of the mth bit plane of the nth block and a natural number T satisfies either the ON 
state expressed by equation (1) , or the OFF state expressed by equation (2) , depending on 
whether the encoding hash value of the nth block is odd or even, in order to embed a digital 
watermark; and an encoding unit configured to encode the set of quantized coefficients 
containing the ON/OFF adjusted significant bits, as equations 1-2 are amended on 10/01/2007 
(see claims on EDAN submitted on 10/01/2007 and 04/01/2008 for the equations 1-2). 
Independent claims 2-3 and 13, 15-17 and 19 recite similar limitations and equations, and 
dependent claims are allowed based on dependency.
